McGiU ivill decrease to 16,000

McGill principal David John- 
ston faced questions about 
the number of francophone 
and foreign students at McGill 
_ during a CBC radio phone-in 
program Monday. 

One caller asked Johnston 
about a “backlash" against 
French-Canadlan medical stu- 
dents at McGill. According to 
the caller, when came.tlme^to 
apply. for Internship, those 
French students who went to 
McGlll and applied to French 
.hospitals were placed at .the 
"bottom of the list, even below 
English graduates." 

Johnston replied that as far 
, as he was aware this was not 
' the case. 

“That would be surprising. 
There are an Increasing num- 
ber of French students enter- 
ing the Faculty of Medicine. 
McGill medicine is held In high 
regard," he said. 

The next caller who said he 
was a .78 medical school 
graduate, stated that he was 
also not aware of any problem. 

“To my knowledge there is 
no problem. Ten to 15 percent 
of my class were franco- 
phone, and none of them had 
any problems," he said. When 
questioned by host Pat Mc- 
Dougall whether McGill would 
prosper or decline, the caller 
stated that he felt McGill 



would prosper, and probably 
become'a bilingual Institution, 
like the University of Ottawa. 

Another caller expressed 
jnxlety about foreign students 
'on campus. He said these 
students were being support- 
ed by his tax dollars, and 
referred to a recent W5 pro- 
gram which stated foreign 
students were taking away 
places from Canadian stu- 
dents.. 

Johnston replied that tuition 
fees for foreign students are 
twice' what they are for Cana- 
dian students and that there 
are more Canadian students 
being educated in other coun- 
tries than there are students 
from other countries being 
educated In Canada. Johnston 
said the was disappointed that 
the United Kingdom has re- 
cently decided to Increase 
tuition fees for foreign stu- 
dents. 

The caller replied that he 
was worried because tuition 
fees here were lower than In 
the United States or else- 
where, and said that many 
students "are Just here for 
education purposes, and then 
go back to where they came 
from." 

Johnston anticipates that in 
the future the McGill student

population will decrease from 
19,000 to 16,000, and that both 
academic and non-academic 
staff will also decrease, 
through attrition. He said that 
at present ' 80 per cent of 
McGill students were from 
Quebec, and 21 per cent of 
these were French-Canadlan. 
Of the remaining 20 per cent, 
five per cent are from the 
United States, seven to eight 
.per cent are from other Cana- 
dian provinces and the rest are 
from other countries. 



MONTREAL (CUP)-lncreas- 
Ing numbers of Iranian 
students are Inquiring about 
studies at Canadian univer- 
sities. 

Bishop’s University has 
received some 50 requests from 
Iranian students Tn the last 
month and a half which Gilles 
Marcotte, Bishop's registrar, 
says Is an unusually high 
number of inquiries. 

Requests have been split 
about 50-50 between students 
in Iran and those who are now 
studying In the United States: 
The University of Alberta has 
had 388 inquiries from Iranians 
so far this year, as compared 
with about 40 in previous years, 
and more than 100 Iranian 
students iri the U.S. have 
Inquired about studying at the 
University of British Columbia, 
At McGill University, director 
of admissions Peggy Sheppard, 
reports that there have not 
been as many applications as 
at the University of Alberta, but 
they have had Inquiries. 

“It looks like It might be an 
Increase,” she said. 

Sheppard said she thought 
most of the applications and 
Inquiries had come directly 



from Iran. 

Admission of the iranian 
students is highly unlikely at 
the present time because of 
quotas, language tests and a 
no-switching policy at U.B.C. 

"The students are mainly 
Interested In professional fields 
and graduate work,” said Doug 
Burris, assistant registrar at the 
University of Alberta. "Because 
most of these fields have 
quotas, their chances of being 
selected are remota." 

Explaining that U.B.C. has a 
policy of not accepting foreign 
students from other univer- 
sities, registrar Ken Young 
said: “U.B.C. Is not Interested 
in undercutting or stealing 
those students." 

Several' irate people have 
phoned the U.B.C. registrar 
asking that no rules be bent to 
allow In more Iranian students 
and an anti-Iran backlash Is 
already occurring at Columbia 
college where a number of 
Iranian students are presently 
enrolled. In addition, there have 
been several Instances where 
people have offered ac- 
commodation to students and 
specified' they would not 'ac- 
cept Iranians.

MONTREAL (CUP) - Students 
occupying an administrative 
office at l'Université du Qué- 
bec à Montréal (UQAM) may 
soon extend their occupation 
to other buildings, says Jean- 
Marie Vézina, secretary of the 
students' association. 

The Association Générale 
des Etudiants à UQAM 
(AGEUQAM) began Its occup- 
ation January 8 in an effort to 
gain recognition from the 
administration as the official 
student association on cam- 
pus. It wants the right to col- 
lect fees as well as complete 
financial autonomy.^ 

The group of approximately 
30 .students enter the office 
each morning and ieave at 
about 5:00 p.m. 

Vézina says the group is 
circuiating a document in the 
45 departmentai associations 
asking them to pressure the 
administration. 



At an assembiy January 10 
ieaders of departmental asso- 
ciations were asked to dis- 
cuss the proposai with the 
members of their associa- 
tions. 

"If all the discipline associ- 
ations approve the position 
paper and then the general 
assembly approves it, the 
administration can't throw In 
their old argument that 
AGEUQAM doesn't have the 
approval of the students," said 
Vezina. 

-The administration has long 
maintained that the general 
association does not have the 
support of the students. 

At the January 10 meeting 
certain students questioned 
the legality of breaking into 
the office each morning. The 
association said it would try to 
get a key fromihe department 
responsible for that office.

Peter Lalng was an active 
member-at-large on the McQIII 
Board of Governors from 1960 
until he became governor 
emeritus last For much 
of his term on the Board he 
was the official university 
solicitor and he also served as 
director of the committee on 
student discipline during the 
turbulent sixties. In addition, 
Lalng acted as counsel for the 
university In the controversial 
firing of McQIII political sci- 
ence profeséor Stanley Qrey, 

Peter C. Newman's The 
Canadian Eatabllahment clas- 
sifies Lalng among the wealth- 
iest men In Canada, "the 
centl-mllllonalres.'' Newman 
estimates the McConnell es- 
tate which Lalng directs at 
$600 million. Lalng Is married 
to Kitty McConnell, heir to the 
McConnell fortune. 

Thejollowing Is an edited 
version of an Interview the 
Dally conducted with ~^Peter 
Lalng this week. 

Dally: Why did you' Join the 
Board of Governors? 

Lalng: Well, what happened 
was that my father-in-law, 
John Wilson McConnell,' was a 
very prominent member of the 
Board for nîany years and a 
great supporter of the univer- . 
sity.. .you’ve seen the Mc- 
Connell Engineering Building 
and all that. In the late fifties 
he retired and the university 
thought It would be nice If 
there was some representa- 
tion of his Interests on the 
Board In order to provide some 
continuing connection be- 
tween the McConnell Interests 
and the university, and It was 
suggested that his son'John 
G. McConnell take the posi- 
tion, but John G. McConnell at 
that time was publisher of the 
Montreal Star and he felt that 
to accept a position on the 
Board of Governors at McGill 
might Inhibit the newspaper’s 
reporting In so far as It 
concerned the university, be- 
cause the newspaper might be 
reluctant to adopt a critical 
attitude. So, he declined and I, 
his brother-in-law, went on In 
his place Instead. 

My predecessor was at 
pains to explain to me that I 
wasn’t put on on the grounds 
of merit in any way. 

Dally: What do you see as 
having been your role on the 
board? 

Lalng At the same time I was 
on the Board I was the 
university solicitor, so that I 
was really quite mixed In with 
the day to day goings on of the 
university. University con- 
tracts have to come acrous my

.1 haven't seen any 
tendency at present to 
demote the Board or to 
take its powers away,

But those Interests are 
somewhat collateral to my 
Interests on the Board. On the 
Board I have been a represen- 
tative of the Board on the 
Senate -for several years. I 
have been on nominating 
committees, the building com- 
mittee, and also' on the 
committee for examining the 
university government. I’ve 
been on committees for updat- 
ing the statutes, the. Commit- 
tee to establish a Code ol 
Student Disciplinary Proced- 
ures...! was chairman of 
that... I wasn’t representing 
any Interest: I was just an 
ordinary governor. I call my- 
self a governor-at-large as I 



wasn’t, representing any part- 
icular group. There are gover- 
nors who represent the Grad- 
uate Society, the governors of 
the Senate and the academic 
staff, governors representing 
the students and governors 
who represent the non-aca- 
derhic staff. 

.Of course when I went on In 
1960 there were only governors- 
at-large, of which 25 were 
elected and the 26th was ex- 
officio, being the principal. 
Now the composition of the 
Board has changed_$o as to 
reflect the different elements in 
the university community. 

Daily: How do you account for 
that change? 



... businessmen ... paid 
the piper and 
presumabiy they 
caiied the tune. 



Lalng: I suppose that prior to 
1960 the University was 
ffnanced by the private sector 
and when I joined the Board, 
the Board Was comprised 
almost entirely of 
businessmen. I myself was the 
only lawyer, the rest were all 
businessmen. 

The reason for the presence 
of businessfnen was that they 
were the people who paid the 



piper, and presumably they 
called the tune. . .There was 
no financing from the provin- 
cial government In the regular 
course. 

On the death of Maurice 
Duplessis .... the provincial 
government started' to enter 
into the field and make regular 
grants of capital and operating 
grants. There really wasn’t 
any (longer) a reason for 
having a board that was totally 
representative of the business 
community. Both the aca- 
demic group" In the University, 
and the students wanted to be 
represented, and a very good 
thing too. . . Now of course we 
have five members from Sen- 
ate and three members from, 
the student body and we have 
non-academic staff. . . 

Dally: How has the role of the 
Board of Governors changed 
vis-a-vIs the University itself? 
Lalng: In my appreciation It’s 
gotten more active than it 
was... In the days when Sir 
Edward Beatty was Chancellor 
the meetings of the Board 
were held In Windsor station 
at his call. [Beatty was then 
chairman of the board of the 
CPR, ed.) It was pretty far 
removed from the campus. 
Now the Board meets at least 
once a month on campus. The 
executive of the Board also 
meets once a month, and tha 
various committees meet- 



regularly. So It’s a much more 
workman-like body. It’s much 
closer to the University. 

Daily: How do yu see the role of 
the Board, as opposed to other 
institutions in the University, in 
the decision-making process? 

Lalng: I haven’t seen any 
tendency at present to demote 
the Board or take Its power 
away, and It Is, I think, a very 
strong body. 

One has to remember that 
when we had the troubles in 
1969 and 1970, when there was 
all that unrest on campus 
attendant on the activities of 
Mr. Stanley Grey and his 
companies, the activities of 
Senate were more or less 
paralyzed, and about the only 
deliberate body that was op- 
erating effectively was the 
Board of Governors. 

Dally: Looking back on that 
period, how do you assess the 
role of the Board In (the crises 
of 1969-70)? 



... one of the functions 
of the Board is to raise 
money ... so there are 
always going to be 
money men on the 
Board. 



Lalng: Well, it was there, and 
being the Board, It was in a 
position to take whatever 
steps were necessary. In 
point of fact we survived the 
crisis. . . 

It was a situation that 
developed throughout the 
West; it wasn’t particular to 
McGill. All the campuses In 
the United States had been in 
turmoil. You'll recall pendant 
les Jours de mal In Paris . . . 
trouble In Germany, trouble all 
over. . . 

Dally: Could It not be asserted 
that in the period 1969 to 1973 
there was considerable Inter- 
ference with academic free- 
dom In the firing of Stanley 
Grey, Marlene Dixon and 
Pauline Vaillancourt? 

Lalng: As I understand aca- 
demic freedom, it means the 
freedom. . .of an academic to 
put across his own Ideas and 
not.be compelled to put 
across other people’s Ideas. 
But I don’.t think academic 
freedom is the freedom to 
mess the University, to break 
up meetings of the Board of 
Governors and generally be- 
have in an unruly manner. It's 
not license to do what you 
want; It’s license to entertain

your own seriously held ideas. . 
It's not to do whatever you 
want, not to break your contract 
* with the University, 

Dally: Could you categorize 
the functions of the Board of 
Governors? 

” Laing: Well, of course, the 
Board of Governors and' the* 
trustees of the Royal Institute 
for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing are one and the same 
thing. It Is the senior body In 
the university and above all it 
■> is responsible for the unlver- 
isity property, and It Is-the only 
.authority, under which con- 
‘tracts can be made. . .and the 
'' university affairs carried on In 
so far as they relate particu- 
larly to relations with persons 

- and bodies outside. 

Dally: There’s controversy on 

- campus now about university 
Investment in companies with 
holdings In South Africa. What 
do you think about that? 

Laing: ...I think It’s deplorable if 

^ the administration of ' the 
University is going to be 
politicized to süch an extent 
that any particular political 
«-group Is always going to be 
putting the pressure on It with 
regard to investments. 

I don’t suppose there is 
■* anything going on In the world, 
anywhere, which someone on 
the campus at McGill doesn’t 
V like. I. suppose that we might 
have some Iranian students on 
campus who might object to 
investments In any American 
*■ company. Well, If you’re going 
to allow. things to get to that 
H è M t MH I UmMi l»»** 
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exUeme, it’s going to be 
Impossible to have any Invest- 
ment policy at all. 

So, therefore, while one can 
understand feelings of outrage 
with regard to Investments in 
certain unpopular countries, I 
don't think one should politi- 
cize the university to that 
extent. 

Dally : What are the guidelines 
for university Investment pol- 
icy? 

Laing: I would think that like 
any other investment policy, we 
want to maximize our revenues. 

Da'ily: Given that university 
funding' now comes mostly 
from the provincial govern- 
ment... what is the role of 
business people on the 
Board? 

Laing: Well the role of busi- 
ness. . .to provide the neces- 
sary advice with regard to 
Investments. It- Is the only 
direct link between the 
University and the University’s 
constituency. When we want to 
know what the public thinks 
about some action that the 
University is proposing to take, 
one of the first things would be 
to go to the Board and see what 
their views are. They’re sup,-- 
posed to represent the com- 
munity. 

We have just cohcluded a 
very successful capital cam- 
paign which overshot the 
target by some $2 million. I 
don’t think that campaign 
could have been effectively 
conducted without the assls- 
É mi l lim it********** 



tance of the Board members 
and without their Influence. So 
there is still a great reliance of 
the universities on the private 
sector, and the Board Is the 
Instrument which we look to in 
orderto get Input both Intellec- 
tually and financially. 

Dally: Is there no conflict of 
Interest in someone sitting on 
the Board of Governors of 
McGill and say sitting on the 
Board of'a bank? 

Laing: One would hope that If 
there was a conflict they 
would Immediately announce 
it an withdraw. It has occurred 
to me that I’ve had to, from • 
time to time, announce my 
Interest. . . 

Dally: It looks like. there is a 
set proportion of business 
people which are kept on the 
Board, which I would estimate 
at 10 or 12. put of the 40 
members. 

Laing: I don’t believe that to 
be true . . . 

Dally: The reason I suggest 
that.

Dally: Does It not Influence 
the direction of research that 
the funding for research 
comes from the business 
community? 

Laing: No, because funding 
for research comes directly 
from the grantor. . .

Wrong Dean (or McGill? 

To the Dally: 

The Integrity of McGill’s 
guest speaker program was* 
recently- dealt a serious blow 
when certain campus 
associations chose to finan- 
cially censor a potentially In- 
teresting address at this 
university for no reason other 
than its so-called "moral" 
Implications. 

For many years various 
student organizations, In- 
cluding the Debating Union, 
have acted either cooperatively 
or independently in order to 
assemble an annual program of 
guest speakers at ^ this 
university. The lustlflcation for 
these efforts has usually been 
to both enrich and broaden 
student university life by 
providing a forum for informed, 
stimulating, controversial, and 
important public figures at a 
university "well reputed as a 
center for the free exchange of 
new ideas and experiences. 

So far this academic year 
there have been very few 
outstanding speakers with the 
capacity to attract hundreds of 
students Into a lecture hall. For 
a university as large, as 
established, and as well known^ 
as McGill to tolerate this poor' 
showing, especially in light of 
the substantial honorarium 
funds available here. Is 
regrettable. Last semester 
consumer lawyer Ralph Nader 
appeared at Carleton while 
McGill’s student groups were 
somehow unable to muster a 
comparable guest lecturer. 



In .October the McGill 
Debating Union decided to 
invite John Dean, counsel to 
former President Richard Nixon 
and author of Blind Ambition, 
to the university. Mr. Dean was 
thought to combine the 
historical significance and 
controversy which would 
capture the Interest of a 
maximum number of McGill 
students. Dean was at the heart 
of America’s greatest poltical 
scandal • an event which led to 
the unprecedented downfall of 
a U.S. president with* all the far- 
reaching consequences of one 
of the top news stories of the 
1970s. 

We believed strongly then 
and continue to believe that Mr. 
Dean would give us a candid 
view of the Nixon White House 
and of how young 
professionals can become 
caught between authority, 
ambition, and personal prin- 
ciples; a lesson in history as 
well as In life which few others 
could share with us. Needless 
to say Mr. Dean would have 
some valuable comments to 
make on personal conduct and 
ethics and the presence of 
such an historical figure would 
result In beneficial publicity for 
the university. The fact that Mr. 
Dean served a prison sentence 
for his involvement in the 
Watergate Affair did not enter 
into our consideration. Nor 
should It have. ' 

However, when we ap- 
proached certain student 
groups regarding co- 
sponsorship of this project we 
were met with the response 
that for "moral" or "ethical" 
reasons they could not and 
would not aid Iri the^flnanclal 
support of the event because

Mr. Dean Is an ex-coi.vict. Most 
of the groups did hav-7 funds 
available for guest sp'-^kers 
but, for some unexp. '>ed 
reason, no substantial progi.im 
had up to then been mounted 
with the funds earmarked for 
honoraria. The Arts and 
Science Undergraduate 
Society, the Management 
Undérgraduate Society, and the 
Women’s Union, among others, 
refused to participate finan- 
cially in the speech for alleged 
moral reasons and not for lack 
of finances or Interest. 

The McGill Debating Union Is 
deeply concerned that an open- 
minded intellectual center such 
as a university, which 
traditionally honours free 
speech and does not pre-judge 
or discriminate for over-riding 
“moral” reasons, should be the 
scene of this sort of.moralizlng 
which serves only to muffle 
discussion. If one Is to learn 
from another’s mistakes or 
attain a close-up view of 
historical drama it Is 
sometimes necessary to in- 
volve .some who have run 
contrary to accepted morals 
and/or laws. If the Ayatollah 
Khomeini had accepted, an 
invitation would these groups 
have denied McGill the chance 
to hear his important and 
newsworthy case on moral 
grounds? 

What is unacceptable Is 
sanctimonious and pater- 
nalistic preaching which blocks 
and denies us the right to know 
another’s Interpretation of 
events and follow up with our 
own questions. It was this sort 
of distasteful and disturbing . 
attitude which came Into play 
briefly against , Dr. Henry 
Kissinger teaching at Columbia 
and against former ^'Premier 
Robert Bourassa teaching at 
l’Université Laval. 

Mr. Dean’s speech will 
proceed as planned on Thur- 
sday evening. The Debating 
Union, Education Un- 
dergraduate Society, and 
Program Board are determined 
to see that a valuable and 
unique opportunity to un- 
derstand the absolute 
corruption of power up close is 
not denied us. We only wish to 
underline to you and your 
readers the dangerous 



precedent which has been set 
bv the ASUS. MUS. and 
Women’s Union. Up until this 
year most student groups have 
not balked at sponsoring 
speakers who have been 
convicted of crimes because 
their Ideas and perspective 
were considered more valuable 
ttian past personal behavior by 
itself. One can only hope that 
the new precedent is soon 
reversed.

Crime really pays 
To the Dally: 

Anyone with the slightest 
irisight into the Watergate era 
will know that John W. Dean III 
is not a controversial character 
in that drama but was actually 
an important factor Into 
bringing that nightmare to a 
close. 

True enough. Dean was. the 
center of the White House 
cover-up from late summer 
1972 but within less than a year 
he was acting (with no In- 
centive of immunity) to reverse 
the surging momentum of the 
Watergate tragedy. His 
paymerit was a maximum 
sentence which he may or may 
not have deserved. 

We’d all like to to think that 
Washington Post reporters 
Bob Woodward and Carl 
Bernstein were responsible for 
solving the "case of the cen- 
tury" and indeed we are In- 
debted to them fon Initiating 
public interest. But it was Dean 
who led the focus Inside the 
White House. It was from this 
source that we learned of 
Liddy’s espionage plans, the 
break-in at the office of Da'niel 
Elsberg’s psychiatrist, that 
Richard Nixon was aware of the 
cover-up as early as September 
1972, and that Nixon suggested 
and authorized the raising of 
one million dollars for hush 
money. Dean also mentioned to 
the Senate Committee his 
belief tha( the Oval Office was 
being taped. 

During the Nixon ad- 
ministration a number of 



crooks Inhabited the White 
House and men such as 
Haldeman, Ehrlichman, Colson, 
and Nixon are growjng just as 
rich on royalties as Dean Is. It Is 
unfortunate that we add his 
name to our lists of attacks and 
boycotts just because the 
burden of Watergate was put 
on his shoulders from the 
beginning and he was com- 
manded to take the fall in the 
spring of 1973. He is Instead an 
asset to the American political 
scene of the mid '70s, without 
his unrewarded testimony the 
secrets of Watergate would 
have endured long after August 
9, 1974.
